'“Truth is truth ; because it corresponds to, 
everything, satisfies everything; because, both 
in general and in detail, it is better adapted 
to us than error ; because, bound up by the 
most intimate relations witb all the order in 
the universe, it bas in our interests and wants 
a thousand involuntary advocates ; because 
everything demands it, everything cries after 
it ; because falsehood, which at first appeared 
to benefit all, has ended by injuring all. 
Combinations of which it is impossible to give 
an account, and of which God only bas the 
secret, secure that victory. It is thus that 
truths the most combatted, and at first sus. 
tained by organs the most despised, and by 
becoming, 10,their turn; popular convictions.” 
— Vinet’s Vital Christainity, p. 68. 

Evitoz Dairy Staxpaup:—!be pamphlet 
of the Very Reverend Dean Cridge, of the 
Episcopaliaa church of this city, on Spiritual- 
ism, or Modern Necromancy, has now been for 
some time before the public. We have also 
recently bad here, a guondam Methodist 
Clergyman, lecturing ou Spiritualism and 
Woman's Rights—so that, in one direction or 
another, the mind of Victoria bas probably 
been deeply stirred on the’ many recond.te 
questions involved in the matters presented, 
af well in the pamphlet as ia the lectures. 

All honor tu the wurthy Dean for cunacien- 
tiously and boldly c»ming out, from the pul- 
pit and through the press, in opposition to 
what, iu the pamphlet,-he stigmatizes, inter 
aliz, as “a very ancien! wickedness.’ “a vice’’ 
and ‘a spirita.l intozfeativa,’’ Poor'y does 
that christian pastor fulfil his duty who besi- 
tates tu ceusure wrong duiug, whether as ex- 
hibited iuthe promulgation of what he may 
deem error of opinion or otherwise. 

Being myself « hamble inquirer after truth, 
amicably differing from the Dexn on the views 
expressed in his pamphlet, | shall endeavor 
to offset them, by quoting the opisions on 
Modern Spiritualism of other writers, chiefly 
clerical. But, as @ preliminary, inasmuch 
as in Me. Cridge’s pampbiet, remark is made 
p- 7. on ‘the want of any instance in Scrip- 
ture of a good spirit taking possession of a 
man to iofuence bis conduct,” and again in 
regard to the passage in the same page, 
‘sWe bave no reason to believe that any otver 
spirit, but thespirit of the Holy God, bas ever 
posseased or dwelt in wan fora good purpose.” 
I would ask Mr. Cridge’s attention to the 2nd 
chapier of Ezekiel, 2ad Verse, wherein is writ- 
ten “and the spirit entered into me when he 
-pake unto me, and set me upon my teet, 
that I beard him that speke uote me.” 
In. the 9th Verse of the same chapter 
it is said, ‘‘an hand was seut unto me and lo 
a roijofs bovk was therein.’’ Ezekiel was 
commissioned to rebuke the Israelites, which 
Mr. Cridge must alluw was ‘‘tor a good pur- 

se."” 

Mr. Cridge knows that the literal meaning of 
angel in the Greek, from which the word is 
derived, Is simply messenger. 

Angels or messengers from God came in 
buman form to Abrabam and many others of 
the Uid and New Testiment worthies. -To 
John the Revelator it was, at the close, com- 
municated what the Spujt was, from whom 
he bud ‘eceived the mysteries revealed—for 
when Jon ‘fell down to worship before tbe 
feet of the angel” the angel saidto him, 
‘See thou de it not, forlam thy fellow-zer- 
vaut, and of thy brethern the prophets, and of 
them which keep the sayings of this book. 
Worship God,’’ Of course the spirit of Gud 
moved anzels to do as they are said to have 
dune, for ia God they aad we “live and move 
and have our being.”’ 

Ibe Dean characterizes Spiritualism as “a 
ery ancient wickedness’: notwithstanding 
that the Bible is full of it, and that in forma 
often reproduced in these latterdays, but His 
Revercnce has failed properly to distinguish 
between its good and bad side. 

This is fully done in the ‘‘ History of the 
supernatural in all ages and nations and in 
all Churches Obristian and Pagan demonstrat- 
ing @ Universal Faith,” by William Howitt, s 
voluminous, earnest andable author, of whom 
Epes Sargent thus writes: ‘ Howitt, of 
whom we may say as Colridge said of Baxter 
(another Spiritualist) ‘1 could almost as soon 
doubt the guspel verity, as bis veracity.’’’ 

Howitt, in his preface to the work named, 
explains that ‘The author of this work in 
tends by the supernatural the operation of 
those higher and more recomdite laws of God 
with which, being yet but most imperfectly 
acquainted, we either donominate their effects 
miraculous, or, shutting our eyes firmly; deny 
their existence altogethér. So far from 
holding that what are called mifacles are 
interruptions; Or violations of thé course of 
nature, he regards them ouly as the results of 
spiritual laws, which in their occasional 
action subdue, suspend, or neutralize the lees 
powerful physical laws, just as. stronger 
chemical affinity subdues a weaker one, pro- 
ducing new combinations, tut combinations 
strictly in accordance with the collective 
laws Of the universe, whether undetstood 
or not, yet understood by us. 


And, now, haviog bad Mr. Cridge’s defini- 
tions of Spiritualism in the pamphlet, let us 
aere the followiog from Howitt, vol. 1, p. 
“Whatis Spiritualism? It is simply the 
revival of the universal faith of all past times 
and nations in the comimuaion of God and his 
angels with the spirit of man. This is the 
essential, the substantial priaciple of Spirits 
ualism,which I am now about to demonstrate, 
on historic evidence, to be as old as the hills, 

It -has its 


periods and conditions of the human mind, 
and of society. It has its adaptation to the 
saint, the savage, and the sage, to civiliza- 
tion and uncivilisation. At one time itis 
manitested by celestial messengers appearing 
in the likeness of men amongst men, announ- 
cing great events, doing wondrous deeds; 
a: another, speaking through prophets; at 
another, exhibiting physical manifestations 
through them, causing an axe to float on 
water,a fleece to be preternaturally wet or dry; 
a cruse of oil or a barrel of flour to be full in 
spite of drainiug; rain to fall or not to tall, 
men togee or become suddenly blind. At 


others, it comes in the still, small! but audible 


voice of God, to his servants; at others, by 
breaking the cliaias of prisoners, and bearing 
men through the air as Philip was borne 
At all times by interior inspiration. Aad as 
amongst the chosen people, so in all other 
nations, unless all history be a lie, by 
oracles, and signs, and miraculous healings, 
by prophesies, and spiritual teachings. ”’ 

Mr. Hqwitt was originally a member of the 
English ‘society of triends, became after- 
wards a philosophical Unitarian, but, since 
investigating Spiritualism, is au able wu 
holder , asin the work cited, of Orthodox 
Christainity. 

After two more brief quotations we shall 
leave him:—Vol. 1 p. 217-18. ‘Sorcery 


is the evil side of the great reality of Spirit- | 


ualism,’’ which Mr.Cridge endeavors to prove 
all Sorcery. or Blackartism, Id: ‘Christ 
broke the law of Moses regarding ‘ seeking 
the spirits of the dead,’ ‘so far as good spirits 
are concerned’ by himself seeking the 
spirit of Moses, the very promulgator of 
that law, and by leading his disciples to 
do the same." This conflicts directly with 
the Rev. Dean’s remarks, on the event referred 
to—see text.and note page 9 and elsewhere in 
pamphlet. 

In the London Spiritual Magazine March 1, 
1867, are given reflexions by a clergyman, a 
D. D., and attached to one of the priccipal 
churches of the metropolis, after a yedr’s ex- 
perience of Spiritualism, and trom these the 
followiug extracts are taken:
